Echoes of Gettysburg's 1930 Memorial Day reverberated 
throughout the United States today. 
President Herbert Hoover, wile delivered the shortest 
Memorial Day address at the exercises in the cemetery since 
his illustrious predecessor Abraham Lincoln, dedicated the 
burying ground in 1865, today was resting and fishing at 
the estate of Jay Cooke, III. near Williamsport. 
The address of President Hoover contained only 1,032 
words, as compared with the 266 in that memorable address 
of President Lincoln, and required exactly nine minutes to 
read.

One hour after the conclusion of Memorial Day exercises 
in flu* National cemetery. Friday afternoon. James K. P. 
S c o tt, Civil w a r veteran. Gettysburg battlefield historian and 
former hotelman, died at the Warner hospital. 
His death 
occurred at 6:30 o’clock at the age of 86 years. 
Mr. Scott, familiarly known as “Colonel,” was admitted 
to the hospital last Sunday afternoon, after he had partici- 
] pated in memorial exercises for the dead of Corporal Skelly 
G. A. R. post here at the {Mist home, Fast Middle street. 
Death was caused by a kidney condition whose encroach­ 
m e n t ' the venerable veteran had warded off on previous oc­ 
c a s io n s . 
Before going to the hospital the last time, however, 
he i' said to have made every preparation possible for the 
end which he did not believe to be far away.
